Indians From Pala 

Indians from‘ Pala reservation were 
the guests of Santa Ana College in 1933 
when the Fiesta theme for the year was 
“The Indian in California History.” 
They performed their primitive cere- 
monial dances, ending the day with the 
fire dance. A huge fire had been built 
in the center of the arena, and in the 
late evening, after much dancing and 
chanting, it was put out almost in a 
twinkling of an eye by the bare hands 
and feet of the now frenzied dancers.

Several changes were brought about 
in the passage, such as provision for 
an Associated Men’s Students organ- 
ization, more elective and less appoint- 
ive officer on the executive board, a 
required student government class for 
AS officers, a C grade requirement 
for AS officers, definite qualifications 
for the AS secretary and _ treasurer, 
definite functions for the executive 
board, a permanent Inter-Club coun- 
cil, and elimination of faculty mem- 
bers from membership in the Associ- 
ated Students. 


Other Changes 

In regards to other changes in the 
Constitution, the head yell leader and 
the El Don editor were eliminated 
from the executive board, a simple 
majority of total membership of the 
AS is now required for Constitutional 
amendments, the freshman ‘and sopho- 


more class presidents were prescribed 
definite function, and rules governing 
vacancies in office were revised. 


More Active Government

In Conference Meet

Three league records were revised at Chaffey May 2 as 
Mount San Antonio’s vaunted Mounties replaced Santa Ana 
as Eastern Conference kingpins. 


Coach Hilmer Lodge’s sprint  spe- 
cialists picked up a total of 21 points 
in the 100 and 220-yard dashes to 
breeze by Chaffey 57% to 38. Ful- 
lerton was a close third with 3714, 
followed by Santa Ana with 28%, 
Riverside with 2344, San Bernardino 
with 20, and Orange Coast with 19%. 

‘Mt. SAC’s Dave Casper finished 
fast in the 880 to break the record 
set in the preliminaries earlier in the 
week by Jack Wilcox of th Dons. 
Casper hit the tape with ten yards 
to spare in 1:56.2. Wilcox knocked 
four-tenth of a second off his best 
mark and was timed in 1:58 flat. 


Dick Johnson of Fullerton - rewrote 
the record book in the mile, romping 
the distance in 4:26.5. This bettered 
the mark of Al Heredia, a former 
Hornet, who had the old record of 


4:29.1. 


Riverside’s Virgil Elwess tossed the 
shot 49 ft. 9 5/8 in., one-eighth of 
an inch further than Howard Hertz 
of Mt. San Antonio managed to heave 
in 1951. 


Rel Schmitt picked up five points 
in the quarter mile by hanging on 
to edge Marion Sanchez of Chaffey 
in the winning time of 50.7. Duane 
Gustafson copped the discus with a 
flip of 140 ft. 3 3/8 in., and took 
second in the javelin. The Dons ran 
3:27.5 behind Mt. SAC’s 3:266 in the 
mile relay.
